It will also house a satellite of- 
fice of the Mountainland Applied 
Technology Center (MATC), which 
delivers non-credit short-term inten- 
sive competency-based technical 
training programs. The MATC is 
an economic development training 
center that serves as a training re- 
source to growing mountainland 
communities, It is a UVSC not-for- 
profit center with several funding 
assistance training programs for 
qualifying companies and individu- 
als. 

"We are extremely pleased to 
have a location where we can main- 
tain regular office hours and start to 
build the enrollment and program 
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we need before we move to our lo- 
cation behind the justice Center." 
Dr. von Diether commented, 
"Students in Wasatch County will 
be able to attend college right in 
their own neighborhood." 


"Students can work toward an as- 
sociate's degree in either Business 
or Behavioral Science in Heber: 
right now,” She said. "We will be 
expanding our class offerings to in- 
clude upper division courses as 
soon as possible. We hope to have 
enough enrollment to support the 
4-year Business degree within the 
next three years." 


Classes starting Aug. 23 include 
mostly core requirements. All 
classes are transferable to every 
other college in the state, should a 
student wish to start in Heber 
Valley and then transfer to a larger 
institution, "By taking the basic 
core requirements in Heber Valley, 
a student can save the cost of higher 
tuition at larger institution, as well 
as the cost of moving to an apart- 


ment near the school." Dr. von 
Diether said, "This can signi
